Lori doesn’t remember it this way. 

We were five, still not used to the institution of public 
education. It was recess on a rainy day. We each leaned 
against the windowsill of our kindergarten classroom, look- 
ing out of separate windows. The day before, this short long- 
haired girl had accused me:of stepping on her purple jacket. 
| had never been accused of anything before. 

“Hey, do you want to be my friend?” | asked. “My Mom 
said | might get to go to Ramblin’ Rod for my birthday party.” 

“I'm going there for my birthday party, too,” she quickly 
retorted. We continued to look out at the rain from the same 
window. 

Maybe I’m wrong in my memory, but I'd like to imagine 
it anyhow. I'd like to believe that the friendships within the 
Class of ‘96 sprouted this way—simple conversations, in- 
stant acceptance, and then constant accompaniment. 

Thirteen years later, the sun is finally out, and some- 
how we cannot withdraw from these relationships as easily 
and innocently as we secured them. And yet this is not the 
end. It is not even the beginning of the end. 

Right away we figured out a way to identify one an- 
other. We learned to connect classmates with their actions. 
Thus we labeled the boy who carried scissors upside down, 
the girl who could climb the rope, the boy who could subtract 
in his head, the girl who bit. At the time we fell easily, com- 
fortably into these truths. 

On January 28, 1986 you were filed into the cafeteria 
by our second grade teacher to watch a space-shuttle take 
off. You had never seen one launched before. The Chal- 
lenger exploded a few seconds after you finished shouting 
“Blast off.” You were filed back to class, and the principal 
was outside lowering the flag. Your teacher was crying. You 
didn’t know that teachers could cry. 

Even after we knew each other’s names as well as our 
own, we had the girl who always won in tether ball, the boy 
who flipped the teacher off, the boy who could draw, the girl 
who peed her pants in front of a microphone. There were 
slumber parties, basketball games without strategies, class 
movies, boyfriends and girlfriends who you “went out” with 
primarily at recess and lunch. Once in a while, you called

them. 

Junior high merged the three schools, and more and 
more classmates joined us from places other than Seaside. 
We had to make all new identifications. We wanted new 
ones for ourselves. People became sports stars. People 
became popular. People became musicians and rebels and 
mini-politicians. But we remained, unnervingly in the eyes of 
our peers, the girl who puked peanut butter on the teacher, 
the boy who sucked his thumb. 

In Mr. Vaughn's Social Studies class you talked about 
war. )You talked about the Middle East. On October 15, 
Mikhail Gorbachev was awarded the Nobel Peace Prize. But 
you weren't interested in the Iraq crisis. You were interested 
in getting people to like you. You were part of a generation 
which only felt a slight.chill of what was the cold war, a gen- 
eration too busy joining different church groups and contem- 
plating jobs and memorizing the Bill of Rights to think about 
communism. 

In ‘highschool we sought the opportunity to become 
new people, not the people our classmates peggeduus.as, 
but our true selves. As a class, we unearthed our passions. 
Some of us were passionate about school, but for others it 
was barrel racing, baseball, driving fast, playing the bass, or 
falling in love. We were goofy in.airbands or at the lunch 
table. We were solemn when our friends’ parents were go- 
ing through divorce, when grandparents died. Even as we 
grew apart in interests from our friends, we depended on 
them more; for help in algebra, for an accurate pass, fora 
quarter or a good laugh or an opinion about politics. But if 
we could respect the new beings who surrounded our lock- 
ers; we were still attached to our first memories. Cabaret 
solos and numerous public speaking engagements could not 
cancel out the fact that | had an accident in front of a micro- 
phone:in the third grade...! am reminded of that horrible day 
about five times a year. We are a passionate class and a 
class with a pretty good memory. This is both wondrous and 
frustrating, not to mention dangerous. 

This year, your chatting was interrupted by Channel 
One and you learned Itzhak Rabin had been assassinated. 
You were just learning about the Diaspora, about Zionism. 
You were filling out applications. You were thinking about 
maybe leaving Seaside, seeing the world. You were practic- 
ing the art of compromise—with your jobs, friends, and fam- 
ily. 


As the Class of ‘96, we, in a sense, belong to one an- 
other. Each of us plays a part, if very small, in every other 
classmate’s memory. To some, we are best friends or worst 
enemies. To others, we were brief conversations in Chemis- 
try, a smiling face in the lunch line. In the years to come, we 
will find ourselves stumbling across these mental snapshots, 
squinting our brains to remember a name, a voice. 

And you know what? No matter what happens in your 
future, you will always be to the rest of us the girl who could 
hang upside down on the monkey bars, the boy who was 
afraid of dogs. Christa McAuliffe was the first private citizen 
to die in a NASA launching, but to her high school Social 
Studies students she was much more. She was maybe the 
one who wrote a letter of recommendation, the one who no- 
ticed a hidden talent for geography. Gorbachev is perhaps, 
to those who knew him when he was young, the boy who 
had the beautiful smile, or the boy who wondered aloud. 
Rabim»was more to his friends than an inspiring leader of 
peace.

All black and white 
prints were made in house. Photos were taken using student owned equipment, SHS Minoltas and Fuji 1000 zoom 
cameras. Individual staff member's by-lines can be found on the pages they completed. Copy was written on 
Macintosh computers using Microsoft 5.1a for word processing, Aldus Pagemaker 5.0 for layout, and an Apple 
Laserwriter 16/600 PS for printing. The SEABREEZE is entirely student generated and submitted to the plant 
camera ready.
